11. To authorize and empower the Board of Selectmen 
to appropriate a sum not to exceed $2,200.00 from the Capi- 
tal Reserve Fund known as “Future Town Buildings”.

Your Board of Selectmen comment below more fully on 
matters pertaining to their stewardship for the year 1953. 


Of the more important projects during the past year was 
the relocating of the old schoolhouse currently being used as 


a Selectmen’s Office and Town Libary. Requests for bids 
were advertised in the Concord and Manchester newspapers, 
and letters were addressed to potential bidders, both were 
without results. 


Arrangements were made with the W. B. Hill Company 
of Tilton, N. H. to do the complete job at a cost of $3,000.00. 
The project was executed in a very workmanlike manner, 
and at the completion thereof the W. B. Hill Company were 
given a check for $2400.00 payable out of the original ap- 
propriation. In addition they were given a town note for 


$600.00 payable April 1, 1954. 


Items 11 and 12 of the Town Warrant recommend two 
methods by which to raise $600.00 to cover indebtedness 
occurred to date and $1600.00 for further desirable improve- 
ments. To bring this building up to the standard of other 
town buildings the Board desires to suggest the following 
improvements. 


In order to relieve the existing cramped conditions in the 
Town Library and to provide for future expansion of this © 
worthy service, it is thought desirable to give over to the 
Town Library all of the first floor of this building, remov- 
ing the existing partition and redecorating the interior. 


Under this program the Selectmen’s Office will be moved 
into the basement which will necessitate the pouring of a 
cement floor. This particular item was delineated from 
the original W. B. Hill Company bid in order to keep the 
first cost as close as possible to the amount appropriated at 
Town Meeting. 
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A stairway from the first floor to the basement would be 
necessary. The present chimney will be extended down to 
the basement level. Many windows require reglazing. The 
exterior is badly in need of a coat of white paint. Suitable 
signs will be erected. Additional inside electrical wiring is 
needed. The Board plans to obtain the balance of fill neces- 
sary without expense to the town. A heating stove will be 
required for the basement. 


During the past year the town removed the I-beams from 
the old Burbank bridge now in the flood control area and 
no longer needed. These were sold to the State of New 
Hampshire for $1250.00. The work was accomplished by 
the W. B. Hill Company at the completion of the school- 
house project, resulting in some saving to the town inasmuch 
as some of the necessary equipment was already on hand. 


In our 1952 report reference was made to the reconstruc- 
tion of a stretch of State Aid Road at the northerly end of 
Lake Winnepocket. The State accomplished this marked 
improvement to our highway system at no expense to the 
town. In the future the town will maintain this new ‘road, 
and the State has assumed responsibility for maintenance a 
piece of road leading to Tyler previously maintained by the 
town. 


The Board of Selectmen met with members of the Bridge 
Division of the State Department of Public Works and 
Highways in connection with permanent floor construction 
of Clothespin Bridge, and the town’s application was ap- 
proved, and the project has been listed for execution in its 
turn. The amount set aside at last year’s town meeting, 
namely the Clothespin Bridge Fund, is apparently adequate 
to cover the town’s share of the cost. 


May, June, and July of 1953 were marked by a severe 
drought making the forest fire hazard greater than in previ- 
ous years. It was the opinion of the Board of Selectmen 
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that a holiday fire patrol of all town roads should be in etf- 
fect from 4 P. M. July 3 to 4 P. M. July 5. This was a 
long week end and many tourists were on the road. The 
plan was well carried out under the leadership of our ener- 
getic Fire Chief. 


In January, 1954 a petition signed by residents on the 
Tyler Road was presented to the Board of Selectmen re- 
questing the improvement and oiling of two stretches of 
gravel road between Snyder’s Bridge and the property of 
Richard H. Moulton. An appropriate article has been placed 
in the 1954 Town Warrant to be acted upon. 


In this connection the southerly approach to the bridge 
will require straightening out involving a certain amount 
of blasting, 
cost. We quote below from a letter dated February 8, 1954 


received from the Commissioner of the Department of Pub- ~ 


and this type of road work carries an increased 


lic Works and Highways: 


“Under the legislative formula if Webster raises $820.00 
the State will allocate $1,640.00 making a joint fund of 
$2,460.00. However, if the town wants to raise double 
their amount or $1,640.00 the State will also double their 
share making a joint fund of $4,920.00.” 


In a conference with officials of the Department of Public 
Works and Highways it is apparent that the figure men- 
tioned in the above letter, namely $1,640.00, is only one-half 
of the town’s eventual share in this project, the completion 
of which is considered desirable. 3

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REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


PEOPLE PLAY A VITAL PART IN Our ForREST 


FIRE PROBLEMS 


A preview of the 1953 fire season proves the vital part 
people play in the never ending battle to prevent forest fires. 


In this fire district there 133 fires in 26 of the district’s 
30 towns; 409 acres were burned over and it cost $9499.97 
to extinguish them. This figure was reduced somewhat 
through payment of fire costs by persons responsible for 
illegal fires, fires which escaped from control, and fires 
caused by their carelessness. Costs were abnormally high 
this year due to protracted periods of dry weather which in- 
creased the difficulty of extinguishing fires. 


Eighty-eight percent of the 133 fires were man-caused 
and could have been prevented. They tell a story which 
needs to be carefully studied. Some people were careless 
in disposing of smoking material and camp fires; others 
burned without the required warden permit—disregarding 
weather, forest conditions, and the normal safeguads recog- 
nized and considered by the warden in issuing permits. 
Other fires resulted from children playing with matches, 
carelessly handled fireworks, faulty railroad and truck equip- 
ment, etc: 


These fires cost a lot to extinguish, most of which could 
have been avoided—this affects taxes; local business was in- 
terrupted by men leaving their jobs to extinguish the fires; 
trees that might otherwise have built houses, repaired 
bridges, and supplied raw materials for local industries were 
destroyed; seedling growth—the future timber crop was 
wiped out. 


This picture can, however, be reversed, if people who of- 
fend could be impressed with the importance of observing 
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the simple but essential common sense safeguards that will 
prevent forest fires. They are: 


1. Care in disposing of lighted cigars, cigarettes and 
matches in and near woodlands. 


2. Care in selecting camp fire sites and completely ex- 
tinguishing all fires. 


3. Consultation with the local forest fire warden before 
burning to secure the required permit. 


People play a vital part in our forest fire problem.

There has been a change in the teaching staff for the first 
time in four years which is an excellent record. Mrs. Alice 
Pereault retired this past June after moe than forty years of 
service to the children of New Hampshire. Mabel Ander- 
son requested to be moved into the lower grade room and 
the request was granted. It was a good move. It is less 
difficult to get an upper grade teacher than a lower grade 
teacher, and Mabel is doing even better with the lower 
grades. 


We were fortunate to get Mrs. Margaret Damour of Hen- 
niker to take over the upper grade room. Mrs. Damour is 
an experienced teacher who has come back into service after 
some years as a homemaker. Mrs. Damour did consider- 
able substitute work last year and was well able to take over 
the vacancy. I might add the nationally rising birthrate is 
creating a greater demand for teachers with not enough 
teachers to supply the positions. From my own experience, 
each year it gets more difficult to get teachers to fill vacan- 
cies. If it were not for married teachers coming back into 
service we would be in a desperate situation. Of all my 
elementary teachers, I have just three girls who are not mar- 
ried. One is a beginning girl that we will lose in a year or 
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two and an experienced girl who for personal reasons left 
a fine teaching position in New Jersey to be in her home 
town. 


The hot lunch program is going very well under the lead- 
ership of Marion Jones. Our school populatinn is grow- 
ing and the youngsters have to eat in two sittings. There 
are eleven children in the first grade and there will be about 
the same number next year so Webster is going to be af- 
fected by the population trend. This is going to mean, if 
nothing else, more youngsters for whom high school tuition 
must be paid. High school tuitions have been going up for 
each year for the past ten or twelve years so it is very 
probable that the tuition charged by cities and towns will go 
up also. 


You have a fine school building and I never go into it but 
what I think what a wonderful place to go to school and I 
am sure that the children think so too. 


I think we have a very pleasant situation in Webster and
